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Restriction Requirement 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 USC 121: 

I. Claims 1- 7 drawn to a cooling air supply system (subcombination) classified in 
Class 415, subclass 1 16, and 

II. Claims 8-1 1 drawn to a gas turbine engine including a gas turbine with a high 
pressure compressor bleed in combination with an air supply system classified in Class 
60, subclass 806. 

The inventions of Groups I and II above are distinct because the engine com- 
bination of Group II does not require all specific details of the air supply system of 
Group I. The Group II engine, for example, does not necessarily require means for 
reducing leakage between a high pressure air source and point of use as specified in 
the Group I air supply system. Claim 8 can be treated as an evidence claim to support 
this point (MPEP 806.05(c)(lll)). Furthermore, the air supply system of Group I is not 
limited to use in gas turbines with compressor bleed systems. The Group I system 
could be used with turbine engines (or other rotary devices) employing cooling air sup- 
plied from sources other than engine compressors. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and require 
separate classification and/or divergent fields of search, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
